DXA analysts telephone QEB almost 
daily for infoaaatlon on cargoes, and froth D1A and OBI analysts rely 
on the cargo information in OHB reports on shipping to hearth Vietnam 
and (Juba for briefing the Secretary of Defense and the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. The first OHB report on shipping to Cambodia was produced 
at the request of General Wallace Greene, Commandant of the Marine 
Corps. <2© relies on OBI for seme data on fleet inventories, char- 
tering, mod the movement of ships in certain geographic areas.
